Irrigation Men 
# to Meet at 
Medicine Hat 


The arrangements for the convention 
of the Western Canada Irrigation As- 
sociation at Medicine Hat Alberta, Au- 
gust 4th, 5th, and 6th, are now nearly 
completed. Judging from the interest 
that is being shown in the convention 
not only among farmers in Alberta, and 
the adjoining Provinces of Sasketche- 
wan and British Columbia’ but in the 
United States, it will be the most suc- 
cessful in the history of the Association. 

Those who have promise to be pres 
sent and probably address the meeting 
include His Honor Lieut. Govenor Breit 
the Hon. A. C. Dunning, Minister of 
Aghkculture of Sasketchewan, the D.T. 
Patulio, Minister of Lands inthe British 
Columbia Government, H. W. Wood, 
President of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta, Col. J. S. Dennis, Dr. Samuel 
Fortier, Chief of the Irrigation Division 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

A feature of the convention this year 
will be a visit to the model farm of the 
Canada Land and Irrigation Company 
at Ronaland. This Company ischartere 
ing a special tsain to conver the dele- 
gates and their friends from Medecine 
Hat to Rolane and back. At the farm 
there will be a practical demonstration 

t) given of farming under irrigation. 
Actual field operations will be conduct- 
ed in respect to the preparation of lard 
for different methods of irrigation. 
Afterwards the purposes for which the 
various implements, are used will be 


discussed, as well as the comparative 
yield of crops under different applica- 
tions of water, crop values and stock 
raising as a means of marketing farm 
products, 

Practical subjects will be discussed 
by practical men on subjects of interest 
to farmers generally and irrigationists 
in particular. They include such topics 
as ‘‘Increasing Profits with the Silo’’ on 
which Mr. G. H. Hutton and Sydney 
Carlyle will speak: Live Stock and the 
Irrigated Farm, which will probably be 
dealt with by Proffessor W. L. Carlyle 
of Calgary; Commecial Seed Growing; 
Profitable Irrigation Crops; Trees on 
the Farm; the Economic Phase of Ir- 
gation, and many other subjects.

Municipal District 
Voters’ List 


Prior to the year ‘1917 the right to 
vote at an election for Councillors for a 
Municipal District was limited to the 
parties who were assessed for land. In 
the year 1917, however, the right to 
vote for Councillors was extend®d to 
include the wives, husbands, sons, and 
daughters of the persons assessed, pro- 
vided such wives, husbands, sons, and 
daughters were twenty one years of age 
and resident within the boundaries of 
Municipality. It was felt that the rel- 
atives of the owners or occupants of 
land were by their industry assisting 
both directly and indirectly in the pro- 
gress and work of the Municipality and 
tnerefore it seemed only fair that they 
should have a right to say who they 
wished to carry on the businecs in the 
Municipality. 

The amendment of the Act, however, 
| which made provisions for these parties 
| voting, placed upon the Secretary-Trea- 
|surer the burden of finding out who the 
| parties were that were entitled to vote 
| because of the relation to persons who 
| were assessed, and of entering their 
{names on the Voters’ List. It was 
| found that it was impossible for a Sec- 
|retary - Treasurer without a great 
| amount of labour to make a complete

the Voters’ List when they become 
twenty-one years of age, and when the 
Secretary-Treasurer was required to 
make the list it was absolutely impos- 
sible for him to do so properly without 
making a canvass of the entire District 
each year, inquiring as to when these 
parties became of age, and also as to 

whether or not they were resident in 
the Municiyality. This being the case 
it was felt to be unfair that such a bur- 
den should be placed upon the official, 
therefore, at thé last session of the 
Legislature, the Hon. A. G. McKay, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, introduc- 
an amendment which has now becomea 
law, requiring all persons who were en- 
titled to vote at an election for Council- 
lors, because of their being wives, hus- 
bands, sons, or daughters of persons 
assessed, to register their names with 
the Secretary-Treasurer. 

All persons entitled to vote because 
of their relationship to a person assess 
ed must make application to have their 
names placed on the Voters’ List indue 
time otherwise they will not be able to 
vote at the election for Councillors. 
Such application must be made to the 
Secretary-Treasurer sometime batween 
November 1st and December 31st. both 
inclusive of each year, during the usual 
office hours. Application may be made 


in person or it may be made through 
the party on account of whose assess- 
e sment an applicant claims the right 
All persons who are of the 


to vote.

opinion thev have a right to vote under 
this provision should therefore make 
application to have thair name placed on 
the Voters list in due time, so that they 
may be able to cast their ballots at the 
next election for Municipal District 
Councillors. 

Another amendment to the previsions 
of the Municipal District Act in connec- 
tion with the Voters’ List should be 
noted. That is an amendment to section 
88 of the Municipal District Act, which 
requires a copy of the Voters’ List to 
be posted up at some central place in 
in each polling division in the District. 
As the Act formerly stood, it only re- 
quired that there should be a copy of 
the Voters’ List posted in the Secretary- 
Treasurer’s office. This was inconven- 
ent, because it frequently meant a 
j3pecial trip of quiue a few miles, if an 
elector wanted to find out whether or 
not his name was on the Voters’ List. 

Unless the business of a Municipality 
is controlled by an active and intelligen 
public opinion, there cannot be the re- 
sults there should be from our Municipal 
Organizations. With the widening of 
the franchise and the making of ad- 
ditional provision whereby parties enti- 
tled to vote may make sure that their 
names are on the Voters’ List, there 
will be an incentive to greater interest 
being taken in Municipal matters, as 
one of the weak spotsin rural Municipaf 
Organization in the past has been the 
lack of interest on the part of majority 
of the electors as to whom should be 
elected Councillors.
